Although the disease has never been

With regard to the 


succeeding symptoms or the' peculiarities 
before mentioned in epizootic, it depends 
argely on the state of the atmosphere as 
o whether favorable or unfavorable signs 
should be expected. As before stated, the 
murky, damp, disagreeable air will quickly 
make known its bad effect;, and the dis- 
temper appears to be worse a^d more dis 
tressing. Congestion of the lungs gener 
ally follows, and from this inflammation 
succeeds. 
When this latter is made 


known, the horse is pretty sick and it will 
take good nursing to pull him .through 
Should the weather prove! pleasant, how 
ever, the attack is generally confined ti 
its first stage, as it maybe called; and if 
good weather contiuue, the animal may b 
-wed in from ten to twelve days.
